to use any of the money in the aid of 
those who were sick and in distress and 
in danger of starvation, as the news- 
papers reported, from day to day, so 
many cases.

Need Half Our Penlten» 
tiaries'*»The Proof. 


BIIOOMIMGTON, 
HI., Sept. 
27.—So 
much attention has been paid by repub- 
lican papers to an apparent discrepancy 
as to dates in a Maternent made by Wil- 
liam Condon, sr., of this city, concern- 
ing a speech once delivered here by 
Ben Harrison, of Indiana, that Mr. 
Condon has been moved to make him- 
self clear, and he does so by the follow- 
ing affidavit, which explains itself: 


"William Condon, sr., being 
first 
duly sworn, deposes and says that he is 
a grain and groceiy merchant residing 
in Bloomington, HI.; that on an after- 
noon a few days beWe the November 
election, in the year 1876, he attended a 
republican mating, at Durley hall, in 
said 
city 
of »Bloomington, 111.; 
that 
said 
meeting 
was ad- 
dressed 
by Benjamin 
Harrison, 
the present presidential candidate; that 
in the course of that speech in Durley 
hall, Ben Harrison praised the bravery 
and patriotism of the different races of 
this 
country, 
except 
the Irish, 
and 
as 
Harrison 
was quitting 
that poi-tion of his address an old gentle- 
men, with an Irish accent, asked: 'How 
about the Irish, and where were Meagher, 
Sheridan, Shields, Mulligan, and the 
others?" that the crowd hissed the ques- 
tion and shouted: 'Put him out,' and 
the old gentleman was put out; that 
Ben Hanison said in answer to the 
question: 'It is easy to know that man's 
race; you all know what they are; if it 
were not for them we would not need 
half our penitentiaries, which are almost 
fuU of them; they are only good to 
shovel dirt and gi-ade railroads, for 
which they receive more than they are 
worth, as they are no acquisition to the 
American people,' Affiant further says 
these words from Harrison were fol- 
lowed with applause; and that affiant 
then left the hall. 
Affiant says that he 
mentioned Harrison's speech and the 
circumstances tliat veiy erening to his 
neighbors, and that he frequently there- 
after mentioned the same in discussing 
olitics with his friends long before Ben 
lamson was nominated for presi- 
dent, 
Affiant 
says he has paid so 
much attention to Harrison's 
speech 
because, 
among 
other 
reasons, 
Harrison was then a prominent re- 
publican, having been beaten for gov- 
ernor of Indiana but a short time be- 
fore, Affiant fui-ther swears that after 
Harrison's 
nomination for president 
affiiant for a short while thought Harri- 
son made his speech against the Irish 
but eight years ago, instead of twelve 
years ago, this inacurute impression 
arising from the fact that affiant had so 
often mentioned Hariison's speech that 
the words were as fresh in his memoiy 
as a recent event. 
Affiant sAvears that 
in the letter which he wrote to Golden, 
Col., and which was afterward publish- 
ed in tlie papers, he never said anything 
about the number of Irislimen in any 
place who would vote for or against 
Ben Harnson for president, but that 
various numbers were added to his let- 
ter, as published by various papera, by 
reporters or editors whom affiant «loes 
not even know. 
Affiant swears he was 
the first to have the inaccuracy about 
the date of Hanison's speech corrected, 
which correction appeared in the linlla- 
tin before any of the republican papei-s 
began the ccmtroversy about Harrison's 
speech. 
Affiant says, in conclusion, 
that he is neither office-holder nor office- 
seeker.

John McCann, James D. Mellin- 
ger, John Morgan and U. O. Andrus 
are among others who were then present 
at Durley hall and may be (juottid as 
substantiating the above sworn testi- 
mony. 
To "make it more binding," as 
it were, the Bnllctin here i>ublishes sev- 
eral affidavits of persons who recall Mr. 
Condon's mentioning the Durley hall 
incident to them on various occasions 
and before the republican candidate was 
thought of as very much of a possibility.

The democrats arranged for a sti'eet 
parade last evening in honor of Mr. 
Frank K. Foster, a prominent labor ad- 
vocate and tariff reformer from Massa- 
chusetts. 
Ever since the campaign 
opened it has been impossible to accom- 
modate the great throng of people at the 
Academy and to overcome this difficulty 
an overflow meeting was an-anged for 
the south side of the court house. 


The whole affair was mis-managed and 
resulted in much delay. 
The procession 
should have started promptly at 7:30, 
but did not move until after 8 o'clocik. 
The clubs then pursued a, long and 
tedious line of march, leaving the speak- 
ers of the-evening to await their return. 
Chairman Hamilton, to overcome the 
difficulty, ordered one of the bands in 
the procession to return to the Academy 
and it did so, but it was too late to at- 
tract the tliousands who assembled in 
tlies street everywhere to see the par- 
ade. 


Mr. M. V. B. Spencer entertained the 
audience at the Academy until the pa- 
rade drew up, and then Mr. Frank K. 
Foster, of Massachusetts, after Ix^ing 
handsomely presented by Mr. Ed. Mc- 
Camley, a moulder in the Bass foundiy, 
made a magnificent plea for tax reduc- 
tion, while he explained the blighting 
effects of war taxes tm the toiling 
masses. He paid his resj)ects to the 
monopolists and should liave had 10,- 
000 listeners to the giHiat truths he ex- 
pounded. 


Mr. S. M. Foster, in the meantime, 
was addressing a very fair a" lience at 
the court house yard. 
Mr. Foster is 
one of the brightest advotvites of tax re- 
foi-m in the west and should be heard 
under more favorable ausi)iees. Ho 
makes a better tariff speeiih than half 
the public speakers in the state. 


Now to conclude. The democratic 
proci'fssion was not a failure. It was 
larger, by far, than the republican turn- 
«jut, iiii<l was not pretentious at that. 
The fact that the democrats hired two 
])ands did not necessarily injure the re- 
publicans or indicate a disposition tt> 
deprive them of music. Wo liave hiul 
two bauds iu almost every procession 
held so far, and will to the end, despite 
the croukings of tlie Gazette.

time popularty. It is all right and 
proper to have escort 
clubs and no 
more. 


In this age of schools, 
newspapers, 
churches and libraries men are con- 
vinced by argumentative truths, not 
torchlight processions or bands of music. 
Let the people read and listen more and 
walk less and the democratic vote wiU 
be larger, for our cause is just.

degree of respectability in appearance. 
A silk hat never fades, but constant «x- 
rosure to rain and dust will in time dim 
xts luster. 
That, however, is easily re-^ 
paired by washing and ironing. If the' 
frame is broken, of course the hat must 
be "blocked." 
Ironing and blo<Aing 
are different matters. 
Now j can have 
that hat of yours ironed whüé you wait, 
but to have it blocked would take two 
hours. 


"Watch that hat being ironed. See, 
the iron is already hot. 
He takes a 
brush, relieves the nap of the hat 
from accumulated dust, and arranges 
the sUk fibers smoothly and in order. 
Now he takes that small iron and rubs 
the brim aroimd. 
See how the dull, 
lusterless 
surface 
and the abraded 
places are smoothed down and how the 
original shine returns. 
Now that b ^ 
smoothing-iron comes into play. He 
holds that in his hand and rubs the iron 
lightly but firmly around the hat in the 
direction the nap lies. 
The luster is re- 
newed, battered places are pressed into 
shape and kept there, and now, with 
artM usage and an avoidance of rain, 
the tile is as good as new, save that it 
is a little off in shape. 
The styles, 
changing from year to year, consist in a 
looser or tighter roll of the brim, more 
or less concavity to the sides of the 
crown, variation in the height of the 
crown and the 'dip' of the brim, and in 
the width and material of the trim- 
mings. 
A very small reduction in the 
circumference of a hat crown in the 
middle will make an astonishing differ- 
ence in the apparent shape of the hat 
when worn. 
It is this slight change in 
shape which makes the wearer of a silk 
tüe a well-dressed man, a dude, or a 
shoddy imitation of a careful and cor- 
rect dresser.

A Paris philanthrojust, who was struck 
by the alarming and painful increase of 
mendicity in the metropolis, 
recently 
made a peculiar, although perhaps not 
i novel experiment. 
He went round to 
several generous merchants, manufact- 
urers, and trades people and succeeded 
in inducing them to take into their em- 
ployment all the "Vagrom men" whom 
lie should send to them with letters of 
recommendation. 
Then he summoned 
together an army of the "unemployed," 
made a speech to them on the advan- 
tages of labor, the advisability of econ- 
omy, and the dangers of absinthe and 
petit bleu, and finally directed them to 
call for letters of recommendation, which 
were to procure for them immediate and 
remunerative employment at the mini- 
mum rate of 4f., or 3s. 4d. per diem. 
Out of 727 of his ragged audience more 
than half disappeared as if by magic 
from the scene, and have never bothered 
the philanthropist since.

are even world-wide in their distribu- 
tion. 
In the lower part of this great 
system of rocks, which, in some places 
at least, is 30,000 ieet thick, no traces 
are found of the existence of any living 
thing on the earth. 
But in the middle 
portion of me Laurentian, rooks are 
found which indicate that there was al- 
ready land and water, and that the wa- 
ters, and possibly the land, were al- 
ready tenanted by living beings. The 
great beds of limestone, which in later 
formations are mostly organic remains, 
and of iron • ore, such aa are deposited 
idiFOUgh the agency of organic solvents, 
are indications of this. 
Besides such 
«vidence, certain forms known as Eo- 
zoon Canadenae, have been recognized 
in the Laurentian limestones, which in- 
dicate the presence of at least one of 
the lower types of marine animals. 
Where animaJ life is, we may fairly in- 
fer the existence of vegetable life as

The B i t t e r w i t h the S w e e t in Ohio. 
Ohio is growing in wealth ap it is in 
population, and is in many directions an 
ambitious 
and progressive 
State. 
Judged by its institutions of benevolence 
and of economies, it is a leading Stata 
No other State provides more liberally 
for its unfortunates, in asylums for the 
insane, for the blind, the deaf-mutes, 
idiotic, the young waifs and strays, nor 
shows a more intelligent comprehension 
of the ligitimate functions of a great 
commonwealth, in the creation of boards 
of education and charities, and of health, 
in a State inspection of workshops and 
factories, in establishing bureaus of 
meteorology and of forestry, and a fish 
commission, and an agiicultural experi- 
ment station. 
The State has thirty- 
four colleges and universities, a jiublic- 
school system which has abolished dis- 
tinction of color, and which by the re- 
ports is as effective as any in the Union. 
Cincinnati, the moral tone of which, the 
Ohio })eople say, is not fairly repre- 
sented by its newspapers, is famous the 
world over for its cultivation in music 
and its progress in the ftne and indus- 
trial arts. It would be possible for a 
State to have and be all this and yet 
rise in the general scale of civilization 
only to a splendid mediocrity, without 
the higher institutions of pure learning, 
and without a very high standard of 
public morality. 
Ohio is in no less 
danger of materialism, with all its dif- 
fused intelligence, than other States. 
There is a recognizable limit to what a 
diffused level of education, say in thirty- 
our colleges, can do for the higher life 
,)f a State. I heard an address in the 
Capitol by ex-President Hayes on the 
¿xpediency of adding a manual training- 
school to the Ohio State University at 
Columbus. 
The comment of some of 
the legislators on it was that we have 
altogether too much 
book-learning; 
what we need is workshops in our 
schools and colleges. It seems to a 
stranger that whatever first-class indus- 
trial and technical schools Ohio needf^ , 
it needs mo-e the higher education, and 
the leaching of philosophy, logic, and 
etnics. 
In 1886 Gov. Foraker sent t 
si>ecial message to the Legislature 
•pointing out the fact that notwithstandi 
ing the increase of wealth in the State, 
the revenue was inadequate to the ex- 
penditure, principally by reason of the 
undervaluation 
of taxable 
property 
(there being a yearly decline in the re- 
ported value of personal property), and 
a fraudulent evasion of taxes. 
There 
must have been a wide insensibility to 
the wrong of cheating the State to have 
produced this state of things, and one 
annot but think that it went along with 
the low political tone before mentioned. 
Of course Ohio is not a solitary sinner 
among States in the evasion of duty, 
but slie heliTS to point the moral that 
the higher life of a State needs a great 
deal of education that is neither com- 
mercial nor industrial nor simply phil- 
anthropic.— Charlen Dudley

So one who knows how tc 
farm at a real profit to himself and tc 
the world cannot afford to stop farming 
in order to teach the art, and very" likely 
would make a poor teacher, aiter th« 
first half hour, if he did. 
One reason 
for this is that an art is not reducible to 
principles that can be taught if each 
person that succeeds in it succeéds by 
different means, under different con- 
ditions and on precisely opposite methods 
to those on which others succeed. One 
farmer succeeds, by exhausting his soil, 
another by replenishing it; one by 
abundant seed, another by thin seed 
planting; one by under-drainage, an- 
other by saving wt^es and avoidmg ex- 
penditure; one by rotation of crops, and 
another by letting land lie fallow, and 
another by continuous cropping of the 
same land to the same product. 


It is as in business: one man will suc- 
ceed by giving many and long credits, 
another by paying and demanding cash 
down; one by being curt and gruff, an- 
other by being suave and polite, and so 
on. 
What it is wise for a business man 
to do depends on his own immediate 
exigencies, and a teacher can never fol 
low the myriad forms of business inte 
these practical exigencies. 
Hence, the 
teaching of agriculture, like the teach- 
ing of any other practical art, is besel 
by two insuperable difficulties at the 
start, viz.: First, good farmers will 
not and cannot teach, and the teaching 
of men who are not themselves good 
farmers cannot be good teaching, for a 
bad farmer cannot teach good farming; 
second, the arts and the judgment that 
comprise good farming vary in some de- 
gree with every farm and with every 
farmer, and hence are not reducible to 
teachable urincioles.—Frank Lfíslie'x

The Gazette of yesterday moming in 
an editorial, prints a circular gi\-iiig 
eleven reasons why Cleveland should 
not be elected president, which it 
claims was presented to the Chicago 
convention in 1884. Among them is 
the folio-wing: 


"He vetoed the tenement-hoiise cigar 
biU, forbidding the manufacture of ci- 
gars in a tenement house." 


The facts are, that Cleveland signed 
the bill, and the matter was taken into 
the courts by the maniifactui-ers and 
cigarmakers' union. 


The suit in the lower court was de- 
cided in favor of the union, and it was 
then taken to the court of appeals of 
New York, which court decided the 
same unconstitutional.

The luster is re- 
newed, battered places are pressed into 
shape and kept there, and now, with 
artful usage and an avoidance of rain, 
the tile is as good as new, save that it 
is a little off in shape. 
The styles, 


changing from year to year, consist in a 
looser or tighter roll of the brim, more 
or less concavity to the sides of the 
crown, variation in the height of the 
crown and the 'dip* of the brim, and in 
the width and material of the trim- 
mings. A very small reduction in the 
circumference of a hat crown in the 
middle will make an astonishing differ- 
ence in the apparent shape of the hat 
when worn.

First RMkv art First Life. 


Oldest of all the formations known to 


geologists, and representing jwrhaps 
the earliest rooks produced after our 
earth had ceased to be a molten mass, 
jays Sir William Dawson, are the hard, 
crystalline, and much-contorted rocks 
named Laurentiau. which are largely 
•developed in the northern parts of 
North America.-';and Europe, and in 
many other regions. So numerous and 
extensive, indeed; are the exposures of 
these rocks, that we have good reason 
to believe that they underlie , all 
the 


other formations of our. continents, and 
are even world-wide in their distribu- 
tion. In the lower part of this great 
system of rocks, which, in some places 
at least, is 30,000 feet thick, no traces 
-are found of the existence of nor living 
.thing on the Wtli. But in the middle 
portion of the Laurentian, rooks are 
found which indicate that there was al- 
ready land and water, and that the wa- 
ters, and possibly the land, were al- 
ready tenanted by. living btdugs. The 
great beds of limestone, which in later 
formations "are mostly organic remains, 
and of iron*'ore, such os~ are deposited 
ftnragh the agency, of ^organic solvents, 
'are indications ot this. Besides such 
evidence, certain forms known as. Eo- 
zoon Canadenw, have been recognized 
in the Laurentian limestones, which in- 
dicate the. presence of at least one of 
the lower types of marine animals. 
Where animal life is, we may fairly in- 
fer the existence of vegetable< life as

of the ligitimate functions of a great 
commonwealth, in the creation of boards 
of education and charities, and of health, 
in a State inspection of workshops and 
factories, in establishing bureau^ of 
meteorology and of forestry, and a fifth 
commission, and an agricultural experi- 
ment station. The State has thirty- 
four colleges and universities, a public- 
achool system which has abolished dis- 
tinction of color, and which by the re- 
ports is as effective as any in the Union.

every man who u master of a practical 
art connected, with, the production ol 
wealth will find it far more profitable to 
practice the art than to teach it. A 
iUooeHful merchant offuld never afford 
to. teach bookkeepiiig. A great refiner 
of petroleum oils could not accept the 
ialtry/salary which even Yale or Har- 
vard could afford to par a teacher of the 
lit of refining oils. Even a good base 
fall .player will draw a higher salary in 
he practice of his calling than the best 
college president* commands for hii 
ervices. So one who knows how to 
arm at a real profit to himself and tc 
he world cannot afford to stop farming 
in order to teach the art, and verylikelj 
would make .a poor teacher, after the 
iret half hour, if he did. One reason 
or this,is that an art is not reducible to 
ttinclples that can be taught if each 
>erson that succeeds in it succeeds by 
lifferent means, -under 'different con- 
litions and on precisely opposite methods 
o those on which others succeed. Out 
armer succeeds, by exhausting his soil, 
another by replenishing it; one by 
abundant seed, another by thin seed 
Wanting; one by. nnder-drainage, an- 
other by saving-wages and avoiding ex- 
penditure; one by rotation of crops, and 
another by letting land lie fallow, and 
another by continuous cropping of the 
same land to the same product. 


It is as in business: one man will suc- 


ceed by.'giving many and long credits, 
another by paving and ttemanduig caul) 
down; one by being curt and gruff, an- 
other by being anave and polite, and so 
on. What it is wise for a business man 
io do depends on his own immediate 
rtxigencies, and a teacher can never fol 
ow the myriad forms of business intc 
ihese practical exigencies. 
Hence, the 


«aching of agriculture, like the teach- 
ing of any other practical art, is beset 
jy two insuperable difficulties at the 
start, viz.: First, good fanners will 
not and cannot teach, and the teaching 
of men who are not themselves good 
anners cannot be good teaching, for a 
i>ad fanner cannot teach good fanning;

With reference to tiw salt bitraght by the 
county commissioners lo enjoin tbe contractor 
from faying flagging on the north sidewalk of 
the court house square, 1 report that said suit 
cannot, be maintained if the council believes the 
work should be laid. The law does not hold 
that the judge of a court knows better than a 
majority ot the council as to what constitutes a 
good and sufficient sidewalk.
